Ardinanee Passed T ha t Will Beg

An 
ordinance 
was 
passed 
Tuesday night by the city coun­ 
cil a t th eir regular meeting, in 
which future jurisdiction of the 
use of city streets by the town­ 
ship for 
paving 
purposes, will 
fall upon the city, and only a 
few other m atters came up be­ 
fore them a t the meeting. 
Rem onstrators were 
success­ 
ful in blocking the improvement 
of West M arket street from H an­ 
nah street to Larue street. 
At 
a form er meeting a petition was 
acted favorably upon in which 
a macadem street was ordered 
with curbs and gutters and side­ 
walks in certain portions. 
The plans had also been a c­ 
cepted, 
but for 
some 
reason 
most of the people who signed 
the petition changed their minds 
and objected, so th a t the coun­ 
cil 
decided it 
would be 
only 
fa ir and 
would save the 
city 
about $3,000 in street intersec­ 
tions, not to push the work. It 
was stated th a t the petitioners 
did not believe the cost would be 
so great for a street, and when 
they 
learned 
th a t 
it 
would 
am ount to about $120 a lot, they 
decided they 
didn’t want 
the 
improvement. 
The ordinance tha t will give 
the city some jurisdiction 
in 
the future in the use of streets 
by the county in paving, sets 
out several things.

streets, the county engineer is 
required to

Valparaiso, Ind., May 2—(U.R)— 
Ba ttling for “equal 
rights 
for 
colored students” in 
the 
Gary 
public schools, attorneys for the 
national association for the ad­ 
vancem ent of colored people to­ 
day advanced argum ents in Por­ 
ter county circuit court 
in e f­ 
forts to make it possible for ne­ 
gro students to attend any Gary 
school. 
The association is fighting the 
city of Gary in a mandamus suit 
which would compel Gary to a l­ 
low negro pupils in 
any 
of its 
schools. 
The suit was the result of the 
successful strike of 1.400 white 
students last year. The students 
refused to attend 
school 
with 
negroes and finally succeeded in 
having the negroes barred 
from 
Emerson high school. 
“Until we secure facilities for 
colored students in 
the 
Gary 
schools, we will fight on for our 
equal rights for education,” a t­ 
torneys for the negroes said to­ 
day. 
There are about 
3,500 
negro 
children 
in Gary 
schools, 
as 
compared with 16,500 white stu­ 
dents.

fo rests, a very im po rtant pro ject fro m the stand­ 
po int 0f fo rest co nservatio n as well as to u ring. 
A bill similar to the Phipps bill has been in­ 
tro du ced into the Ho u se by Co ngressman Do wo li 
and is expected to pass du ring the present' ses­ 
sio n. 
In 
presenting 
the bill Senato r 
Phipps 
po inted o u t th a t it is necessary fo r Co ngress to 
co ntinu e its ro ad po licy fo r a year o r two in ad­ 
vance in o rder to pro vide co ntinu ity o f wo rk o n 
the prim ary system o f highways and to give the 
state highway co mmissio ns and the agricu ltu ral 
departm ent ample time to o u tline the go o d ro ad 
pro grams. 
It is difficu lt to visu alize the great impro ve­ 
m ent in o u r highways which has taken place du r­ 
ing the past few years. 
Bro ad ro adways, go o d 
fo r travel all the year ro u nd no w traverse the 
co u ntry to the no rth and so u th, the east and the 
west in all directio ns.

co nnectio n with this th at the mo to r vehicles reg­ 
istered in the United States du ring the year 19 27 
nu mbered 23,127,315,

Why Th o se Wild Flo wers Are Rea lly Wild 


The motoring season is 
on. 
Now is the time to prove

Good Manners Club. 
Few can resist the temptation 
to pluck a handful of 
Nature’s 
jewels, no matter how rare they 
may be, and as quickly discard 
their wilted forms along 
the 
way. Many of the spring flowers 
and especially those of the wood­ 


lands are particularly suscepti­ 
ble to destruction from too much 
picking. 
One may readily judge 
most 
other flowers by their abundance 
as to whether they may be pick­ 
ed very sparingly, in moderation, 
or freely, writes P. L. Ricker in 
Nature Magazine of Washington. 
For the extremely rare 
kinds 
certanly not more than 
one 


flower in ten should be 
picked 
and then rarely except for sci­ 
entific purposes. Most of

middle group may have one in 
four or five picked with 
little 
danger of extermination.

The Bloodroot, 
Sanguinaria 
canadensis, so called because oi 
he reddish juice that 
exudes 
from the root and stem 
when 
broken, was used by the Indians 
as one of their war paints. 
It 
belongs to the Poppy family and 
is found in rich woods through­ 
out the Eastern States and 
as 
_ar west as Nebraska. The root 
is extensively collected for deal­ 
ers in drugs for use in medicine. 
The Red Columbine, Aquilegia 
canadensis, derives its common 
name from the Latin word 
for 
dove, owing to a fancied resem­ 
blance of the spurs to that bird, 
while the first part of the scien­ 
tific name is derived from 
the 
Latin word for eagle, from 
a 
fancied 
resemblance 
of 
the 
spurs to an eagle’s claws. 
It belongs to the Crowfoot fa ­ 
mily and there are about fifty 
species, mostly of white, yellow, 
red and blue colors, or 
often 
combinations of two of 
these 
colors, some of which are found 
in most parts of the country. On 
account of its adaptation 
to 
conventional 
designs, 
the fact 
that three of its colors are 
in ­ 
cluded in our flag, and because 
the spurs resemble the claws of 
the American eagle, it is 
being 
strongly advocated as a national 
flower. 
The White Trillium or Waker- 
obin, Trillium grandiflorum. be­ 
longs to a family of the 
latter 
name, closely related to the Lily 
family. About 24 kind are known 
some of which are found in most 
parts of the country. The 
pre­ 
vailing flower colors are 
white, 
greenish and pink to 
reddish 
brown. In some of the 
species 
the flowers are practically with­ 
out stems. In others the flowers, 
instead of widely spreading as 
in the above, remain practically 
closed most of the time.

The Ga rde n of Fla vors 


More and more the develop- ' 
ment of culinary art calls 
for 
the use of what are known in re­ 
cipes as the 
“sweet 
herbs.” 
Chervil is frequently mentioned 
in imported recipes although it 
is a 
comparatively 
unknown 
herb in American gardens. It has 
something of the flavor of par­ 
sley and is grown m the 
same 
manner. A packet of seed 
will 
give an ample supply. Plant in 
rows a foot apart with 
other 
spring vegetables. The 
curled 
form, is the finest. 
Parsley is regular standby and 
every gardener has a few plants 
of it. It is slow to germinate and 
should be sown early. Give the 
plants plenty of room to get the 
best quality of leaves. Too often 
they are allowed to crowd each 
other in the row and the leaves 
are small and do not 
develop 
the handsome mossy appearance 
they will show if given a chance 
to develop. Six inches apart 
is 
about the right distance. 
Shallots are frequent concomi- 
tants of dishes of foreign par­ 
entage and the American 
cook 
contents himself with 
using 
green onions. The shallot is not 
a young onion but a close rela­ 
tive. Buy a few bulbs of shallots 


and have the plants at hand in 
the garden. Garlic in northern 
gardens is not much of a success 
as it becomes too harsh. In the 
more southern sections, it may be 
grown as readily as onions. 
Basil, sweet marjoram, 
and 
the savories are other seasoning 
kerbs easily grown from 
seed 
and ready to pick during 
the 
summer and to dry for winter 
use. 
For tk'* mint to go with 
the 
spring lamb or to use in 
other 
delicacies, plants should be pur­ 
chased. It is hardy and 
soon 
makes a good sized patch. Spear­ 
mint or peppermint 
will 
do 
equally well for the home mint 
supply. 
Sage is the old standby 
for 
poultry dressing. It is an orna­ 
mental gray leaved plant 
with 
blue foliage. A few plants will 
give an ample supply. The leaves 
are picked when about 
half 
grown and dried and powdered. 
Half a dozen plants established 
will make a pretty border 
and 
furnish a plentiful supply 
of 
foliage. The fresh dried sage is 
much better flavor than the ole 
leaves in the market that are of 
uncertain age.

Where formerly landowners in 
the Central States region sought i 
*to get rid of forests to make way 
for 
agricultural 
development, 
they have now begun to consid­ 
er ways of getting some of those 
trees back again, says the For­ 
est Service, Unite:! States 
De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
This problem, involving the re­ 
forestation of idle and 
waste 
lands, the rehabilitation of 
de- 
nleted woodlands, and the nro- 
tection from fire of 
remaining 
timber stands, is being brought 
to the front this v.reek in con­ 
nection with the 
nation-wide I 
observance of American 
Forest 
Week. 
The great hardwood 
forests i 
of the Ohio Valley, Indiana, Il­ 
linois, Kentucky and Tennessee, 
are the finest that ever grew in 
the temperate zone. A hundred I 
years ago they wTere considered 
an obstacle in tre path of pro­ 
gress and a hindrance to 
the 
development 
of 
agriculture. . 
Clearing on a large scale 
be- j 
pan about the beginning of the 
19th century, and for the 
next 
thirty or forty years the sound 
of the ax and towering columns ! 
of smoke were almost 
contin­ 
uous. 
The clearing 01 ia:in. however I 
was carried too far. More land 
was cleared than was necessary 
or desirable for agricultural pur­ 
poses, and today thousands 
of 
acres of land are lying idle when 
they could be growing 
valuable 
timber crops. With the supply of 
: oak, walnut, poplar and 
other 
I hardwoods greatly 
diminished ; 
and with these woods increasing 
in value, farmers are realizing 
that farm woodlands can 
be 
made profitable and are worthy 
of attention and care. Most 
of 
i the large sawmills have 
disap­ 
peared from the hardwood 
re­ 
gion except in the southern river 
bottoms where the bulk of the 
remaining virgin stands are lo­ 
cated. Numerous small sawmills 
and wood using factories 
how­ 
ever, get a substantial cut 
of 
hardwood products from 
farm 
holdings. Some of the principal 
hardwood using industries, 
in­ 
cluding automobile, 
implement, 
and flooring manufacturers arc 
located in the region. 
State forest nurseries report a 
growing demand for 
planting 
stock. It has been demonstrated 
that hardwood 
timber 
crops 
~ grown on the farm can be mar­ 
keted profitably and also the by­ 
products from 
thinning 
and 
•weeding” a well managed farm 
woodland can be utilized as fuel, 
fence posts and poles, and thus 
play a considerable part in farm 
economics. 
Unquestionably, says the For­ 
est Service, the clearing of trees 
from thousands of acres of land 
in the Central States and the 
exposure of the bare soil by re­ 
peated fires has added to 
the 
flood hazard in the 
Mississippi 
Valley. Forest cover, by absorb­ 
ing rainfall and checking run­ 
off, plays an important part in 
i regulating stream-flow. 
Refor­ 
estation of denuded lands in the 
central states according to a re­ 
cent study made by the Forest 
Service, will not only help lessen 
the danger irom floods, but will 
fa t the same time pay dividends 
in increased rimber production.

OUR GOOD ROADS 


The Senate recently approved the Phipps 


bill to continue federal highway aid to the sev- 
eral states for the fiscal years beginning July 1, 
1929 and on the same date in 1930. The annual 
appropriation is to be seventy-five million dol- 
lars and the bill also sets aside $7,500,000 each 
year for forest roads thus continuing the present 
American highway system through our national 
forests, a very important project from the stand- 
point of forest conservation as well as touring. 


A bill similar to the Phipps bill has been in- 


troduced into the House by Congressman Dowell 
and is expected to pass during the present' ses- 
sion. 
In presenting- the bill Senator 
Phipps 


pointed out that it is necessary for Congress to 
continue its road policy for a year or two in ad- 
vance in order to provide continuity of work on 
the primary system of highways and to give the 
state highway commissions and the agricultural 
department ample time to outline the good road 
programs. 


It is difficult to visualize the great improve- 


ment in our highways which has taken place dur- 
ing the past few years. Broad roadways, good 
for travel all the year round now traverse the 
country to the north and south, the cast and the 
wesl in all directions. It is interesting to note in 
connection with this thai the motor vehicles reg- 
istered in the United States during the year 1927 
numbered 23.127,315, according to compilation 
made by the Bureau of Roads of the Department 
of Agriculture. 
Of this number about twenty 


and three-quarters millions were passenger ve- 
hicles while two and a quarter millions were mo- 
tor trucks and road tractors. 
The registration 


fees and license paid amounted to a little more 
than $300.000,000 of which about two-thirds went 
into construction work and maintenance on state 
highway systems. 


The expenditure on roads and motor vehicles 


each year amounts to a total which almost stag- 
gers the imagination. Yet it must be said in all 
fairness that our good roads are worth all they 
cost and that our present penchant for touring 
"is a very "good "one."' The people of the United 


States are at least seeing America. They are 
travelfng from east to west., from north to south. 
and vice versa. They arc beginning to realize in 
fact what a tremendous country and what a line 
country the United States really is. They are 
beginning to visualize its tremendous resources, 
its fertile lands, its towering mountains, majestic 
rivers and beautiful lakes. 
And best of all, we 


Americans arc finding out that we have come to 


- be one united nation. \uth one language, one set 


of customs and with common ideals. 
We are 


finding that in spite of our different locations, 
the fellows in the west and cast, the north and 
south, have about the same ideals and the same 
kind of civilization. 
The more we travel the 


more homogenous our 
population will become. 


Travel broadens the perspective. To know Ameri- 
ca is to love it, and the best way to know it is to 
look it over. 
Therefore the money we spend 


on roads is well worth the cost.

One may readily judge 
most 


other flowers by their abundance 
as to whether they may be pick- 
ed very sparingly, in moderation, 
or freely, writes P. L. Ricker in 
Nature Magazine of Washington.

flower in ten should be picked 
and then rarely except for sci- 
entific purposes.

Where formerly landowners in 


the Central States region sought 
to get rid of forests to make way 
for 
agricultural 
development, 


they have now begun to consid- 
er ways of getting some of those 
trees back again, says the For- 
est Service, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


This problem, involving the re- 


forestation of idle and 
waste 


lands, the rehabilitation of de- 
Dieted woodlands, and the pro- 
tection from fire of remaining 
timber stands, is being brought 
to the front this week in con- 
nection with the 
nation-wide 


observance of American Forest 
Week. 


The great hardwood forests 


of the Ohio Valley, Indiana, Il- 
linois. Kentucky and Tennessee, 
are the finest that ever grew in 
the temperate zone. A hundred 
years ago they were considered 
an obstacle in tre path of pro- 
gress and a hindrance to the 
development 
of 
agriculture. 


Clearing on a kinre scale be- 
gan about the beginning of the 
19th century, and for the next 
thirty or forty years the sound 
of the ax and towering columns 
of smoke were almost 
contin- 


uous. 


The clearing or jauri. iiowx-ver 


was carried too far. More land 
was cleared than was necessary 
or desirable for agricultural pur- 
poses, find today thousands of 
seres of-land are lying idle when 
they could be growing valuable 
timber crops. With the supply of 
oak, 
walnut, poplar and 
other 


hardwoods greatly 
diminished 


and with these woods increasing 
in value, farmers are realizing 
that farm woodlands can 
be 


made profitable and are worthy 
of attention and care. Most of 
the large sawmills have disap- 
peared from the hardwood re- 
gion except in the southern river 
bottoms where the bulk of the 
remaining virgin stands are lo- 
cated. Numerous small sawmills 
and wood using factories, how- 
ever, get a substantial cut of 
hardwood products from 
farm 


holdings. Some of the principal 
hardwood using industries, 
in- 


cluding automobile, implement, 
and flooring manufacturers are 
located in the region. 


State forest nurseries report a, 


^rowing demand for planting 
stock. It has been demonstrated 
that hardwood 
timber 
crops 


grown on the farm can be mar- 
keted profitably and also the by- 
products from 
thinning 
and 


-weeding" a well managed farm 
woodland can be utilized as fuel, 
fence posts and poles, and thus 
play a considerable part in farm 
economics. 
Unquestionably, says the For- 


est Service, the clearing of trees 
from thousands of acres of land 
in the Central States and the 
exposure of the bare soil by re- 
peated fires has added to 
the 


rlood hazard in the 
Mississippi 


Valley. Forest cover, by absorb- 
ing rainfall and checking run- 
off, plays an important part in 
regulating stream-flow. Refor- 
estation of denuded lands in tho 
central states according to K, re- 
cent study made, by the Forest 
Service, will not only help lessen 
the danger from floods, but will 
at the same time pay dividends 
in increased timber production.

Greenbacks Become Active 


Following a financial crash ir. 


1S73. the Greenback', or National 
Party, became very much in evi- 
dence and held to the necessity of 
increasing the paper money of the 
government and thus prevent im- 
mense losses by depreciation of 
values. Many contended that tlis 
paper money issued by the govern- 
ment should never be redeemed, 
but should remain as "coined paper" 
and be good for all debts, "both 
public and private." A large sec- 
tion of the Granger Party then 
joined the Greenbacks.- 


One of the most important steps 


in Grant's second administration 
was the resumption of specie pay- 
ment. 
A bill approving this was 


passr-d in Congress after having 
been opposed by the majority of 
Democratic members.

tention was that the restriction of 
currency would make hard times 
and greatly injure business, while 
on the other hand it was contended 
that inflation would be far more 
disastrous in the long run.

Morning Glories for Shade 


If you are looking for a reliable 


vine to furnish shade for a sun- 
ny porch and a wealth of beauty 
at the same time there is practi- 
cally only one choice, the morn- 
ing glory, old-fashioned as gar- 
den flowers go and yet in its 
modern guise fully up-to-date in 
variety of form and coloring and 
increased size of bloom. 


It thrives under most discour- 


aging conditions, but climbs rap- 
idly and makes a fine screen of 
foliage. The better the soil con- 
ditions the thicker the 
foliage 


and the better screen it provides. 
Also the flowers are larger and 
more numerous, so it pays to 
take a little care with morning 
glories. Once grown they will be 
a permanent feature as they 
self-sow freely and there need be 
no further concern about having 
a supply. 


The finest, of the morning 


glories are the Japanese types 
with a great variety of color and 
markings in the flow.ers as well 
as' double and fringed forms. 
There is also much variation in 
the foliage, some of the varieties 
being handsomely variegated. 


One of the fastest of vines for 


covering a given space is a rela- 
tive of the morning glory, the 
moonflower, which 
opens its 


huge white salvers in the even- 
ing while the morning glory, as 
its name implies, opens early in 
the day and closes by midday. 
The moonflower closes when the 
sun hits it in the morning. 


Two 
other relatives of the 


morning glory are exceptionally 
fine vines with flowers of unus- 
ual size and beauty. These are 
Heavenly Blue and the Brabilian 
morning glory. All morning glor- 
ies and their near relatives are 
known botanically as ipomaeas. 
The Heavenly Blue is catalogued 
as I. tubro soerulea and the Bra- 
zilian as I. setosa. The former has 
huge bright sky-blue flowers and 
the latter are rose, borne in large 
clusters.

spectors whose job it .is to detect 
smuggling.41 


This is the estimate of cus- 


toms officials, quoted by Harriet 
Works Corky, who, after an in- 
vestigation, reveals that smug- 
gling, largely by amateurs—or- 
dinary travelers returning from 
European tours—has reached the 
proportions of a national sport. 


But is is an expensive sport! 


Those who fail at it are paving 
the government neatly $1,000,000 
a year in fines, forfeitures and 
penalties.

dation of the house and to mark 
the boundaries of the lot. 


Must Hide Foundation 


Not all houses need planting 


about the foundation to make 
them look as though they grew 
•vhere they stand and belong on 
their site. But most of them do. 
This planting must be adapted 
to the architecture. The problem 
is very much like that of de- 


signing a lady's hat. The idea is 
to produce a decoration 
which 


will harmonize with and set off 
the lines of the house as a hat 
harmonizes with the face and 
emphasizes the wearer's beauty. 
Since one cannot change plant- 
ings with the seasons as 
/one 


changes hats, the effect, in all 
seasons of the year must be con- 
sidered. This requires a study of 
f.owering seasons, and 
fruit, 


bark and foliage effects. Shrubs 
with decorative berries, 
ever- 


greens and those 
deciduous 


shrubs whose leaves color beau- 
tifully in the fall and stay well 
into the winter are even more 
valuable for the front yard than 
those 
which bear 
attractive 


flowers.in the summer. .
